Generally described, the heat wave 
extended from the Rocky Mountains 
to the Atlantic Coast, but the maxi­ 
mum temperatures were reported from 
points between Kansas and Ohio. 
Southern Illinois got the full blast 
of the heat. At Colesburg it was 106, 
and at Peoria 104, Burlington, la., also 
reported a temperature of 106. 
Over Missouri, Illinois, Eastern la., 
and Southwest Ohio the heat general­ 
ly was about the IOO mark.
